— An account l % gi"n of 
the recent construction by Msgei X B** Q 
and Wyns, engineers, Glasgow, of a .'• r l* 
steam-hammer on the "moving cylindt r 
principle, as it is called. The framing con- 
sists of two square cast-iron columns, hav- 
ing a clear working space of sixteen feet 
between them, and bound together by n 
massive horisoatai cast-iron beam. These 
two columns am surmounted by a pair of seg- 
menlal frame pillars, which, conjoined, 
form a complete semi-circular arch, spring- 
ing up to a higbt of twenty-three feet from 
the floor line. The hammer cylinder is cast 
of the strongest cold- blast iron 
upwards of fir. tuns, withe 
of aix feat. The valves am wrought by 
mesas of a small horisoatai steam cylinder 
to which they am connected, aad the at- 
tendant has merely to touch gently the slide 
valve of this miniature engine to put 
the enormous weight in motion. 

ArraaATus roa Mkasibibo Mm tb Ob- 
JSWTb.— The Philosophical Magaiine states 
that Mr. Woods, the well-known mieroacop- 
iat, has succeeded in his experiments to 
get a glass slide for a microscope marked 
so as to measum very minute objects. By 
nailing rods of blackened wood, one fourth 
of aa inch broad and one fourth of an inch 
asunder, across a frame, and placing thia 
at a suitable distance with a clear light be- 
hind, and using an apertum of about one 
eighth of aa inch in diameter, he easily 
obtained well-markedand sharp lines the one 
thousandth of aa inch apart, aad ths oas 
thousandth of an inoh in breadth, suffici- 
ently accurate for all the purposes of a 
micrometer.

An African Buttle. 
A correspondent of the London Times 
furnishes the following account of the re- 

Bgbas: * 77 

It would appear that on Monday, ths 15th 
of March, the Dahomian army, with ths 
.King at its hsad, encamped at Owiwi, which 
is about twelve miles from Abbeokuta. Be- 
fore six o clock on Tuesday moraing the 
frequent reports of a gun fired at Aro, one 
of the five gates of Abbeokuta, gave warning 
to the Bgbas that the Dahomiaas wem iu 

The Abashorun had made every propara- 
ton for the defense of the town. "Abasho- 
run ' signifies the principal chief, aad as 
this word is curious in composition, 1 may 
as well explain that its literal meaning IS 
"a King of Heaven opening out everything. ' 
The euemy approached boldly enough. He 
had throe brass field six-pouader pieces, 
bearing the inscription upon the breach of 
"Mexico, 1S15.' 

He advanced ia a column of 3,000 strong 
till within fifty yards of the wall of Abbe- 
okuta, then suddenly displayed his flags, 
ex tended his lines, and marched rapidly 
towards the wall. The Egbsa immediately 
opened a tremendous fire on the serried 
lines, and arrested them at once. In the 
advancing column were Amnions, who 
fought bravely aad desperately. 

Many of these furies climbed ths wall, 
which is more than 15 feet high ; but, as 
soon as they reached the top, ths Egbas 
dmgged them vver and slew them. One 
Amazon, who had ene of her hands cut off 
in her efforts to clamber over the wall, dis- 
charged her musket with the other hand 
and shot an Egba. She received sseyere 

the trench. 

The bahoinians were utterly defeated. 
In fact, they have never met with such a 
signal defeat. — not even ia 1851. They 
lost upwards of 1,000 ia killed, and the 
number of prisoners is said to exceed 2,000. 
The whole strength of the Kiag is seid to 
have been 10,000, men and women. The Da- 
homians tied in two divisions. In front of 
the division which took first to flight was 
the doughty Kiag himself. 

The Egbas pursued both divisions and 
slaughtered the fugitives without mercy 
and without a pause. Seeing the discomfi- 
ture of the King, the inhabitants of the 
neighboring crooms turned out aad joined 
heartily in the general massacre. Out of 
his three field-pieces, the King had the mis- 
fortune to lesve two in the good keeping of 
the Egbas. The wall of Abbeokuta is fif- 
teen miles in circumference, and the popit-

They appear to be 
mostly goveraed by active charitable la- 
dies, who give their lime as well as their 
money to the poor. Their,, urrt , or works, 
which abound in every quarter of th«. 
capital, are arranged for the alleviation of 
every kind of misfortune. Poor mothers 
are helped in their hours of trial, unfor- 
tunate children are apprenticed aad placed 
out advantageously in the world, country 
homes are found for poor little convales- 
cents, magdalens arc reclaimed aad neat 
penitent homewards. Mea, women aad 
children just released from prison are 
taken in hand. Food is abundantly dis- 
tributed at cost prior. The sick ia the a ca- 
pitals easily find visitors who will patiently 
read to them for the hoar together, and 
there are charitable ladies who have taken 
bouaee in order t» let them at reeeoeable 
rente to the poor, home of these private 
charities have taken peculiar forms. 

There is the Family (E-rrr, er the (Burrr 
of the Dimmm. This little charily, which 
was established ia 1H6U, ia baaed ea the 
aesumpiioa that if every tea families who 
are comfortably placed would form them 
aelvea into aa association for the relief ef 
their poor neighbors, pauperism would he, 
the end, extinguished. Without inquir- 
ing into the truth of this assumption, we 
may at once remark that the ladies wise 
have established /J«*i<*wa, er committee* 
consisting ef ten families, have worked 
loyally, and have done much good.

Princes — Their Incomes aud 
Their C harities. 

From the Philadelphia Press. 
Queen Victoria has no debts. She pays 
her way as an honest woman should, and in 
tbit, as in many other points, she sett an 
excellent example to her subjects. She is 
distinguished not only for hsr provident 
habits, but also for the liberality which they 
give her the means of exercising. Only 
the other day she sent $1,000 to the fund 
for the relief of the sufferers by the inunda- 
tion at Sheffield, caused by the bursting of 
a water reservoir. We have ao means of 
judging whether Queen Victoria raves 
money out of her income. It it a fact that 
she pays income tax on that income, which, 
including £26,000 from the Duchy of Lan- 
caster and the Parliamentary grant of 
£385,000, amounts to £410,000 per annum, 
or somewhat over $2,000,000 of our money 
—rather more, just now, at her income is 
payable in Bank of England notes or gold. 
From various sources, tke late Priaoe Al- 
bert (whose private income was only 
> a year, like that of King Leopold, 
of Belgium, when he married the Princess 
Charlotte, of Walss), received $300,000 per 
annum for nearly twenty-two years, out of 
which hit disbursements were very small, for 
he paid nothing for "bed or board." At hit 
death, hit savings amounted, it is said, to 
ovtr $5,000,000, which the Quran holds for 
tbe benefit of the children, each of whom, 
however, will certianly receive a Parlia- 
mentary income of at least $120,000 per 
annum. 

Nearly every Sovereign in Continental 
Europe possesses landed property and money 
to a large extent, independent of what is 
paid to him out of the public Treasury. 
The King of the Belgians, the Emperor of 
the French, and the Kings of Denmark and 
Greece are the only European Sovereigns, 
ws believe (Queen Victoria excepted), who 
having nothing but their civil list to live 
upon. Leopold of Belgium is allowed $840,- 

000 for the support of himtelf and family. 
Napoleon III, for the same purpose, is al- 
lowed $0,300000. The German rulers, 
though generally very wealthy, appear to 
have a penchant for making their money 
go as far as possible. Thus, the King of 
Wertemberg, not only the richest man in 
his dominions, but probably the wealthiest 
Sovereign in the world, does not dispense 

in benevolent purposes in a year 
of onr merchant princes in a week. 
He probably would accept aa utterly in- 
credible the current report that Mr. T. A. 
Stewart and Corncliua Vanderbilt, one n 
shopkeeper and the other a shipowner, had 
respectively contributed $100,000 to ths 
New York Sanitary Commission Fair. 
When the Crown Princess (t 
Russia) gives even a hundn 
any public charity in Wertemburg, it is 
paragraphed in every newspaper in thnt 
kingdom— the magnificent amount, taking 
the gulden at forty cents, being forty dol- 
lar t 1 In like manner, Queen Dowager 
Adelaide, who raved up for her family most 
of the $600,000 per annum which John Bull 
gave her to live upon, as a widow, never 
gave away a five- pound note in charity, but 
her almoner had particular mention made 
of it in the London nei 
one of the Coburg fa 
ingen branuh. 

The Koyal Family of Prussia are ex- 
tremely wealthy and exeersively mean. 
Tke Crown Prince being with the invading 
•irniy, before Frederica, in Denmark, wrote 
„ Utter 10 the Field Marshal von Wrangel, 
on Maroh 20, raying that it was hit father I 
birthday, that being in Denmark, he could 
not be in Berlin at the same time, that he 
(the Prince* was desirous of giving "lasting 
expression to the thankful recognition 
which the cheerful devotion of the army de- 
served, that the Crown Princess united 
with him in this wish, and that they, there- 
fore, inclosed 1,<XH) thalers, to be applied 
•'to the formation of a fund for the needy 
surviving relatives of the eoldiers who fall
